The Florida Council for the! 
Blind has disputed a nationally 
distributed news report which 
states that private industry is 
failing to absorb job-trained 
blind persons in the ranks of 
the employed. 

The Associated Press article 
said that the “eager group” of 
trained blind persons seeki 
employment "sometimes must 
feel out of tune with the times 
because thousands can work and 
can't find jobs.” 

Murdock Martin, executive di- 
rector of the Florida Council 
for the blind, almost the | 
opposite is true in.

“We feel uneasy sometimes a- | 
bout approaching industry in an| 
attempt to encourage them to 


to meet industry's need." 

Martin said the real problem 
was to get increased state funds 
for the rehabilitation program so 
the council could rehabilitate 
more of the blind who are will- 
ing to work for a Ii 

The Associated Press article 
claimed that of the "nation's 
4,250,000 legally blind citizens, 
lonly 11,000 . . . have regular 
jobs, many of them paying 


"Those that are employed often 
work in factories especially de- 
siened for the blind,” the ar- 
nd although blind 
workers have proven their skills 
m exacting factory jobs, their 
livelihood often is based on dust- 
cloths and brooms and such."

Martin said that the Council 
has an increasing number of 
young clients who want to finish 
school and go on to college to 
prepare themselves for profes- 
sional careers. 

He said that the Council, 
which is primarily a vocational 
rehabilitation agency. is: putting 
more emphasis on developing 
programs for better educating 
blind students and for training 
blind adults for skilled jobs. 

“Every industry which has 
ever employed a blind person 
knows that they are very con- 
sciencious and reliable work- 
em."

Watch Out For 
Home Accidents 


Home accidents were the sev- 
enth-ranking cause of death last 
Year among Florida residents 65 
and older, a recent report of 
health authorities shows. Such 
accidents ranked second as the 
reason for people being in nurs- 
ing homes. 

Falls accounted for 93 per 
cent of the home accidents, says 
Miss Mary Todd, County Ex- 
tension Home Economics Agent. 
Older persons are more accident- 
prone because they have less 
physical control, their feet are 
are less steady and their bones 
weaker, Furthermore, age affects 
balance and reaction time. Older 
persons should, therefore, adopt 
а more self-protective attitude. 
Non-skid shoes are a "must" 
Children's toys left lying about 
can spell tragedy for a visiting 
grandparent. 

Homes can present many oth- 
er booby-traps for older people 
with failing eyesight. Miss Todd 
suggests that steps, thresholds, 
slippery wax floors and throw 
rugs should be eliminated. Loose 

ir banisters, insecure stair 
treads and poor lighting are es- 
pecially dangerous. In these ar- 
саз, 10 to 15-foot-candles are 
minimum requirements — about 
twice -that needed by younger 
persons. Night lights from bed- 
room to bath are advisable 

The bath presents another 
hazard to older folks. They need 
a sturdy handhold in the wall 
near the bathtub and a rubber 
mat in it to prevent slips ог 
falls. A railing on the bathtub, 
attached before the bath and re- 
moved afterward, will help an| 
elderly person to climb in and 
out more easily. ! 

When an elderly person un- 
derstands and accepts his ow 
limitations and becomes fami 
iar with his surroundings, he'll 
feel more confident and secure, 
concludes Miss Todd, and he'll 
be safer, too.

But 
there is not much joy involved if you happen to be allergic to 
Animal dander. If, in other words, you have "hay" fever. 

The flaky skin from animals triggers am allergic reaction 
in some people. Ragweed, dust, and mold spores can also cause 
Severe sneezing symptoms. Swollen nasal passages and teary eyes 
ап sure spoil the fun of summer — the season when lots of 
plant pollen is swirling around in the air, 


The happy thing is that there is somethi 


respiratory allergies. Sometimes 
by a physician, may offer relief. 


о be done for 
antihistamine drugs, prescribed 
The drugs, though, don't affect 


the underlying sensitivity. Avoiding the substance that triggers the 
allergic reaction is, of course, the best way to control hay fever. 

There is another way. Identifying the offending allergen. This 
may involve a long series of scratch tests with suspected sub- 
stances. lí The right one is discovered, there is some hope. 

Injections containing a minute amount of the allergen can 
be administered. Tiny doses can be increased to larger ones. And 
the body may gradually develop a tolerance. If the injections 
аге begun before the hay fever season and cóntinued for about 
three months, the allergic reaction may be prevented. The in- 
dections, though, may have to be repeated every year. If con. 
[tinued for several. years, complete desensitization to the offend- 
cing substance may result. But, not always. 

For the hay fever sufférer, quick cures and quack pro- 
ucts can be disastrous. The only sure way to treat his allergy

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Rogers Blasts Proposal To 


Recognize Cuba 


MR. SPEAKER, Today, the 
26th of July, there will be cele- 
brations in Cuba. There will be 
celebrations because Fidel Cas- 
tro says there will be celebra- 
tions. 

But indeed, there is little for 
he people of Cuba to celebrate. 
July26th, the day that Castro 

his march to power in 
Cuba, rust ironically and real- 
istically tepresent the day that 
the people of Cuba were be-

yed. 
Today's celebration in Cuba 
be in honor of Fidel Castro, 
not the Cuban people and not 
the Cuban nation. The nai 
has been delivered by Castro in- 
to the hands of communism and 
the people of СрЬа have been 
delivered into poverty, hunger 
and hopelessness. 

For these reasons, I was sur- 
prised to read the unrealistic 
comments of a member of the 
Senate this week. This member 
of the Senate proposed that the 
United States change its posi- 
tion toward Cuba, recognize the 
communist government there 
and in effect loosen the econom. 
ic stranglehold which we have 
employed against Cuba. 

He says that the people of 
Cuba are better off now than 
they were before Castro. This 
is not only unrealistic, but shows 
either a lack of knowledge on 
the present state of affairs in 
Cuba, or a refusal to recognize 
the fact that Castro has turned 
that island nation from one of 
the most prosperous countries in 
Latin America into the beggar 
nation of the communist world. 

І would like to just touch on 
a few points to indicate what 
Castro has done to a nation 
which was well on its way to 
self-sufficiency. 

"The Cuban economy is 
shambles. The gross national 
product in 1967 was appro 
mately the same as it was in 
1958, ($2.5 billion) despite the

*The per capita annual in- 
come has dropped since Castro 
took over. Before Castro, Cuba 
rated third in Latin America in 
per capita income, 

“Before Castro, Cuba's do- 
mestic production satisfied de- 
mand for poultry. eggs, beef, 
milk, chéése and butter, and 
most other food 
there are severe 
Cubans are limited to 34 of a 
pound of meat per week. or a- 
bout three pounds- per month 
when it is available and 
not always 
tioned for those under five years 
of age. Coffee is limited to oun- 
ces per month. Eggs and bread 
are hard to come by. 

*Clothing is also on the scarce 
list. The ration book in Febru- 
ary, 1968, entitled each person 
to buy two shirts, one pair of 
trousers and two pairs of shoes 
year, But shoes are often im- 
possible to find, 

*Before Castro, Cuba had onc 
of the world's leading sugar 
crops. But since Castro took ov- 
er, Cuba has never matched th 
peak production established pri- 
or to his regime. This, despite 
the fact that he has disrupted 
the entire economy in mad at- 
tempts to set records. As а re- 
sult, all other phases of the 
economy have suffered. includ- 
ing the educational processes апа 
the routine duties of govern- 
ment.

*Before Castro, Cuba's oil and 
petroleum industry was helpi 
stabilize the economy, 
ing enough for domestic use and| 
exporting much abroad, No 
Cuba has to call on Russia 697] 
Ой and petroleum imports. Many} 
refineries have been closed down, 
Again, this has conrtibuted to} 
placing a dependency on sugar| 
as the country's only economic! 
product. kc 

In addition, Castro has dt 
been content to bring ruin’ to} 
Cuba. He has tried to 
communism to other Latin Aq 
merican countries, most notably 
Bolivia where Che Guevara Jed 
an unsuccessful attempt to overs 
throw the government. 

T think the Senator should 
look over these facts. And T 
thik others in the government 
who would advocate recognizing 
Cuba and who urge that we open. 
trade and diplomatic relations 
with her consider these things. 

And | think that those who. 
promote the idea that Cubans 
are satisfied with the dictator: 
ship of Fidel Castro ask them- 
selves why have more than 3502 
000 Cubans fled their homeland 
for asylum in the United States. 

In 1959 Castro promised free 
elections within four years. 
There have been none. Nor ‘do 
Т think there will be, 

We have no way of knowing | 
what Castro will use as the 
theme of his annual 26th of 
July speech. But I would sus 
pect that it might be that he 
intends to continue to export 
communism to our sister nations 
of South America, 

There is no reason on this 
tragic day. why any Americam 
should welcome Fidel Castro in- 
to the community of free nations 
of the Western Hemisphere. And 
1 certainly would oppose any 
such proposal as long as Fidel 
Castro and the communist re- 
gime are in power there.
